March of Dimes May Be Able 
To Conquer Polio This Year

Chances that polio can be 
conquered this year depend on 
the 1953 March of Dimes drive, 
Mrs. Mary Stirton, chairman of 
the local campaign sponsored 
by the Civic Club, has an¬ 
nounced. 

“We are so close to final vic¬ 
tory now,” she declared. “But at 
the same time, polio rages with 
greater fury, making 1952 the 
nation’s worst polio year on 
record. Los Angeles, with 1516 
cases last year, has the highest 
case load of any county in the 
United States.” 

Although the local record is 
fair, news recently has been 
received that Mike Grow, 9- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clyde Grow, formerly of Vista 
Circle Drive, Sierra Madre, is 
in the San Diego Children’s 
Convalescence Hospital, where 
he has been treated for polio 
since before Christmas. 

Research, for which the 
March of Dimes has provided 
$18,0(X),000 to date, has marked 


four important milestones to 
victory, Mrs. Stirton reports: 

1. Discovery of three distinct 
types of polio virus; 

2. Development of techniques 
for growing polio virus in test 
tubes rather than in living bod¬ 
ies; 

3. Discovery of polio virus in 
the blood stream before it in¬ 
vades the nerve cells; 

4. Proof that gamma globulin 
injected while the virus is in 
the blood will provide tempo¬ 
rary protection against paraly¬ 
sis. 

“Now the search is on for a 
lasting vaccine,” Mrs. Stirton 
says. “Once it is found, it must 
also be made available rapid¬ 
ly to the public,” 

She urged that contributions 
be sent to the March of Dimes, 
Sierra Madre. Holders of coin 
cards are asked to fill and re¬ 
turn them immediately. 

Detailed information concern¬ 
ing the local “Mother’s March 
Against Polio,” planned for Feb. 
5, will be announced later.

At 2 a.m. the last of the crew 
discovered that Gurley had 
walked out safely. The only 
casualties, Jackson reported, 
were loss of sleep and a set of 
flashlight batteries that gave 
up the ghost after five hours 
continuous burning,

GOVERNOR WARREN SENDS 
AWARD TO SIERRA MADRE 


Sierra Madre has received a 
parchment, signed by Governor 
Earl Warren with a gold seal, 
entitled: “Citation.” The text is 
as follows: 

“In the General Election of 
1952, ballots were cast by a 
record number of 5,209,692 Cali¬ 
fornians, amounting to 86.85 
per cent of the 5,998,300 who 
were registered. 

“High on the list of cities in 
the State whose citizens were 
responsible for this exceptional 
showing was the City of Sierra 
Madre, which was among those 
cities having a voter participa¬ 
tion in excess'of the statewide 
average, polling 90.88 per cent 
of its registered voters. 

"The people of that city are 
entitled to the highest com¬ 
mendation for the civic con¬ 
sciousness and interest in pub 
lie affairs which prompted this 


heavy voter turnout. 

“In recognition of this out¬ 
standing record I. Earl Warren, 
Governor of California, do here¬ 
by award this citation to the 
Mayor and Council on behalf of 
the citizens of the above named 
City.” 

The parchment, which was 
displayed at City Council last 
week, is in keeping with recent 
figures that show Sierra Madre 
ranking seventh in voter par¬ 
ticipation within Los Angeles 
County. The six cities ahead of 
it were: Palos Verdes Estates, 
with 95.48 per cent; West Co¬ 
vina, 93.84; San Marino, 93.59; 
Arcadia, 92.82; South Pasadena, 
91.70; Monterey Park, 91.65. 

Those that trailed Sierra Ma¬ 
dre were: San Gabriel, 90.71; 
Glendora, 90.68; Azusa, 90.30; 
Pasadena, 90.30; Monrovia, 
90.19, and El Monte, 88.70.

As Jackson rode on horse¬ 
back from the Capitol to the 
White House he was met by 
wildly cheering mobs who 
hailed their “Hero of New Or¬ 
leans” and followed him right 
into the White House, muddy 
boots and all.

The inaugural ceremonies in 
the nation’s capital Tuesday, 
attended by Sierra Madrean 
Louis M. Van lersel, who was 
the official representative for 
Los Angeles, were rich with 
history. 

Every President of the United 
States since Jefferson has been 
sworn in on Capitol Hill. After¬ 
wards. his first official ride al¬ 
ways has been down famous 
Penn.sylvania avenue, which at 
one time was the only street in 
Washington, D. C. 

In 1792 the cornerstone for 
the White House was laid and 
in 1793 history records that 
President George Washington 
waded through ankle deep mud 
on a street then known or 
called Pennsylvania avenue, as 
he led a Masonic parade to lay 
the cornerstone of the Capitol. 

In 1800 President and Mrs. 
John Adams moved into the not 
quite finished White House and 
the government moved into the 
Capitol, with the avenue a 
swampy trail as a result of fall 
rains. Jefferson opened his sec¬ 
ond term by leading the first 
inaugural parade down Penn¬ 
sylvania avenue in 1805. He 
rode horseback from the Capi-

Virginia Pittinger, wife of A. 
Lincoln Pittinger now on an 
engineering job in Athens, 
Greece, writes to The News 
about the experiences she is 
sharing with her husband and 
three children during a year's 
absence from their home in 
Sierra Madre. 

Our experiences here in Ath¬ 
ens, Greece, have taught us one 
of the great reasons why Amer¬ 
icans should iearn to speak 
more than English. People 
everywhere like to speak their 
own language. It is more effec¬ 
tive and more comfortable. But 
when Europeans travel they 
try to speak the language of 
the country they are visiting. 
They’re not always fluent— 
they sometimes have to make 
a tremendous effort—but they 
do it because it is more courte¬ 
ous, it is more friendly and it 
is more understanding. 

Only the English speaking 
people sit back and say with 
a sort of arrogance, “You must 
speak my language or we can¬ 
not talk”—and Americans are 
more guilty than the British in 
this respect. We are used to 
saying that we have no talent 
for languages and besides we 
have no need for more than 
English. Until recently that 
may have been true enough to 
get by as the whole truth. Now 
it is not even true enough. It 
is ridiculous. 

We are in a position where 
we need more than anything 
else to understand the nations 
of the world — to understand 
their ways, their thinking and 
their problems. How ridiculous
